Submit Financial Statements 

Provisions are contained in the 


Landrum-Griftin bill making it 
mandatory that all labor unions 
submit financial statements to 


the labor department covering all 
expenditures, receipts, and salar- 
ies. The bill restricts secondary 
boycotting, certain types of pic- 
keting, and convicted criminals 
from holding union office within 
five years after leaving jail or 
quitting the Communist party. 
On the basis of the latter pro- 
vision of the law, Secretary of 
Labor James P. Mitchell request-
